LORD SALISBURY'S SPEECH. 



Exception Taken by the London Prcsa 
to His Tariff Deliverances at 
Birmingham- 



No Feeling - Said to Exist in the 
Colonies Favorable to Free 
Trade with the Empire. 



London, Nov. 20.— The discontent 

among the Tories, over Lord Salisbury's 
Birmingham speech, becomes moro and more 
manifest as the press of the country lmve 
time to give expression to their views, and 
to rcllect the opinion of t lie masses of the 
party. Most of the comments are niudii 
cautiously ; but some papers do Dot mince 
their words. 

The St. James Gazette says : "This is not 
the lirst time that Lord Salisbury has poured 
cold water upon the recent revolt against a 
one-sided free trade. The' revolt is worthy 
of mention, and is more and more a vital 
issue with the workingmen of the great 
towns. The Premier cannot seem to grasp 
the situation." 

The Globe says : "Theic may properly be 
various opinions as to the utility of creating 
u Zoilrerein for British trade. Certainly 
Howard Vincent's plan is not practical until 
the colonies shall become better disposed to- 
wards the idea. Doubtless tlie toiling 
masses are dialing over the results of the 
hostile trade policy embodied in the McKin- 
ley bill, and feel like retaliating; but we 
believe a majority of the people would resent 
the adoption of a policy which must inevita- 
bly operate to increase the cost 
of food. The discussions on the subject of 
fair trude should at least have t he effect of 
educating the masses to a knowledge of the 
fact that a tariff is certain, according to nil 
precedents, to involve unfair treatment of 
farmers as compared with other classes. 

The Echo says : The resolution in regard 
to Free Trade will come to nothing. It is 
a notorious fact that there is no feeling in 
Canada or Australia corresponding with the 
desire of a portion of the British public in 
this direction. Those colonies have no 
willingness to admit lirhish goods free sim- 
ply because tliey are liiitish. 

The fall Mall Gazette says ,- The Tory 
mutiny goes bravely on. Lord Salisbury 
denounces protection, and his followers 
cheer its very mention. Whatever may be 
thought of the open question of a trade 
league, any child could see that the plan has 
no chance of success while it is in the hands 
of a protectionist gang which regards, prefer- 
ential duties as desirable, not as a means of 
temporary defence, but for their own sake. 

The provincial Tory press aro, as a rule, 
less outspoken in disapproval of the Pre- 
mier s anti-Protection utterances. If they 
ciJinot support his views on the subject 
they content themselves with half-hearted 
references to it, and then turn their atten- 
tion to abstract notions of Imperial Trade 
Federation, which they can eulogize; without 
hurting uny tender feelings.

Although it was in the afternoon the Queen 
insisted upon full evening dress. A dais 
had been erected for Her Majesty, who 
entered immediately before tho overture, 
attended by several members of the royal 
family.

musicians, and at the express desire of the 
Queen, tho grand organ attached to the 
Chamber was also used. The work as pre- 
sented was in every way successful. A 
slight nervousness in the singers at the

OJILLl'S CONTROVERSY. 



She is not Disposed to Comply with 
the Deniuiiils of the Unitetl 
States. 



The Parties who Advanced Funds to 
the Revolutionists — Horrible 
Cruelties Practised. 

Valparaiso, Nov. 20. —Tho Americans 

here are not gatisfie 1 with the result of the 
investigation by Judge Foster. The Chilian 
government appears willing to allow mat- 
ters to take their course, just us if the kill- 
ing of American seamen was an ordinary 
crime to be treated ill the ordinary way. 
There is no appearance of uny intention to 
comply with tho request of the United 
Slates for satisfaction, and the indications 
are that this attitude will be persistently 
adhered to. While the Chilians have ceased 
lo insult Americans, and are seemingly 
desirous of being friendly, there is an evi- 
dent reluctance Lo j ield anything in the 
American controversy us a matter of pride 
rather than of policy. The English minis- 
ter at Santiago is known to have had a long 
conference wiih President Moult. It is 
believed it was in regard to the 
silver carried off on a British war vessel, 
for Balmaceda-, President Montt is said to 
claim satisfaction for which be considers a 
breach of neutrality on the part of Great 
Britain. As English influences are pre- 
dominant at Santiago, it is thought that 
there will not be uny serious controversy on 
tho subject. It is said that of the $17,000,- 
000 expenses incurred by the Junta in 
carrying on the revolution, between four 
and live millions are due to parties in Eng- 
land, who advanced them. Among these is 
Col. North, the nitrate king. The Chilean 
authorities are following with great 
severity all persons who were implicated in 
punishing Ricardo dimming and other pro- 
minent residents of Valparaiso, for an 
alleged conspiracy in favor of the revolution. 
It is s iid till) t dimming was horribly tor- 
tured by order of the Intendento, before he 
was shot, in order to make him confess the 
names of his supposed accomplices. He 
wus stretched on an improvised ruck and 
his finger nails pared off by degrees, inflict- 
ing exquisite pain. He could not be forced 
to reveal anything. Several who took part 
in the affair have already been executed 
and others arc being sought for. 



L( -Governor Campbell si 111 Weak. 

Tokonto, Nov. 20, — Lt. -Governor Sir 
Alexander Campbell is still very weak 
physically, as a consequence of his recent 
attack: but is still able to carry on the 
business of his office, He consulted with 
Attorney-General Mowat as to the advis- 
ability of his resigning his oflicc, but Mr.

MANCHESTER SHIP CANAL. 

To be Opened in 1893— Expenditures Largely 
In Excess of Ksilniiites. 

London, Nov. 20.— Tho report of the 
majority of the committee appointed to ex- 
amine the estimates of the Manchester 
Cauul Co., states that the October estimate 
of expenses shows a great increase over the 
estimate us originally submitted in January. 
The committee reach the conclusion that a 
large amount of the work covered by the 
October estimate was not needed. In order 
to open the canal at a reasonable time, the 
committee advise that the proposed work, 
amounting to £340,000, be postponed, 
making it possible to open the canj(l in 
1803. The committee believe that the 
available resources will moro than sullico to 
complete the work. The minority report 
states that the completion of the canal with 
the resources at present available is only 
possible by an immediate and vigorous re- 
trenchment. The report alleges that money 
is being wasted, and suggests various meas- 
ures of economy. The Manchester corpor- 
ation, after receiving both reports, debated 
the question at length, and adjourned with- 
out reaching a decision.

A VERDICT OF ACQUITTAL 



In the Cuso of Landlord Day of 
the Esquimau 
Hotel. 



The Evidence of Thieves Not to 
be Implicitly 
Believed. 



Hcforo Mr. Justice Crease. 

On the opening of the court, at 10:30 
a.m. yesterday, the case of Koginu v. 
Day was continued, the evidence being taken 
up where it was dropped on Wednesday 
evening. The evidence of the two remain- 
ing sailors, Maiden and Donovan, who con- 
fessed to taking part in the broaching of 
cargo, was substantially the same as given 
at the preliminary examination. Donovan 
corrected his former statement by saying 
that Maiden might not have been in the 
boat when it took the things ashore ; he 
presumed that he was, as ho wasn't on 
deck. Saw " Fred " .with a key which he 
(witness) thought would open the lock of 
the hatch ; all the locks on shipboard were 
the same. The alter hutch was secured 
with a padlock which witness thought 
could he opened with a key. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Irving, ;..s to 
whether lie had talked matters over with 
Fred, the witness Donovan remarked, "I 
did not. It's just this way between me and 
Fred, if he'd kept his mouth shut I wouldn't 
be a prisoner. .So there's no love lost be- 
tween us, and it's not likely that we'd talk 
anything over." 

R. Seabrook, of It P, Rithet k Co., Ltd, 
deposed that his firm were agents of the 
bark Leblt. Ho produced the ship's mani- 
fest, which counsel for the defence objected 
to • having placed in evidence. Certain 
cas-cs were missing from the cargo. 

The court ruled that neither manifest nor 
bills of billing were admissible as evidence. 

The usual adjournment for luncheon was 
then taken. 

On the ease being ugain called, the 
Attorney-General stated that, having con- 
sulted authorities, he had arrived at the 
conclusion that Mr. So ah rook's evidence 
could not be received. 

The counsel for the Crown having asked 
that Mr Seabrook's testimony he struck 
out, Mr. Irving placed him in the box for 
cross-examination. He stated that neither 
captain nor mate were examined in the police 
court. 

Here the eisc for the Crown was rested, 
and before calling witnesses, of whom he 
stilted there were several, counsel for the 
defence argued that there was not sufficient 
evidence to go to a jury — the uncorrobo- 
rated evidence of accomplices could not, by 
law, be accepted. 

Argument followed law, and authorities 
were quoted at length ; and a further point 
was taken that there was no evidence con- 
cerning the specific liquors mentioned in the 
indictment. 

The Attorney-General admitted that he 
felt the force ot the argument of his learned 
brother, and that the evidence of the thief 
or thieves was_ all that had been produced 
by the Crown! He, therefore, saw that the 
only course open for the jury was to dismiss 
the case. 

His Lordship remarked that the honor- 
able treatment of the ease by the Attorney- 
General materially lessened the work of the 
jury. He briefly reviewed the facts of the 
case, and informed the jury that, while the 
practice was that the evidence of accom- 
plices required corroboration, still the jury, 
by law, remained the judges of the value of 
the testimony. He advised the jury that 
they would not he justified in convicting 
the prisoner. 

A verdict of "Xot Guilty" was returned, 
the jury not caring to leave the box. 

(ISefore Mr. Justice Drake.) 
BEO. V. CLKARY. 
The prisoner in this ense was indicted for 
the theft of a quantity of carpenters' tools, 
the property of Louis Gobey. Mr, A. U. 
Smith appeared for the Crown, and Mr. 
F. G. Walker for the prisoner, by whom he 
had been retained only an hour before. A 
plea of "Not Guilty" was entered, and a 
jury was empanelled, with Mr. J. L. Crimp, 
foreman. 

Counsel for the Crown opened the case by 
brielly outlining the facts to he developed in 
evidence, and called live witnesses. The 
chain of evidence was forged of the follow- 
ing links : The owner of the tools hi (pies- 
tion was, at the time of their loss, working 
on a new building on the Saanicll road. On 
going home for the night he locked the tools 
up in an outhouss, and placed the key of 
the door under the sill. In the morning, 
the tools were gone and the door unlocked. 
.Next he saw till! tools in the polics 
court. Officer Redgrave found them in a 
second-hand stoic on Johnson street, whose 
owner deposed that he bought then . from 
prisoner for §8, and that Cle.ary hud told 
him be wanted to get rid of the tools as he 
-was going back to the States. When ar- 
rested, the prisoner told the police that he 
bought Lite tools and a lew other tilings for 
$10 from the mm who hud the cabin before 
him, and who bad gone east. The name he 
gave of this man was tin: same as that on 
the landlord's books. 

No witnesses were called for the prisoner, 
whose counsel argued that every item of 
evidence confirmed his story of how he 
came in possession of the tools. The man 
who bad the cabin before him was working 
on the same building with (iobey anil knew 
where the key of the shed was kept — so 
counsel stated. He sold prisoner the 
articles in the cabin and then wisely " got 
out," not even letting his landlord know 
that ho was going. Not having any use for 
the tools, prisoner took them to his friend, 
the proprietor of the second hand store. 
There was a strong probability thai the 
prisoner's story was true, and be implored 
the jury to give him the benefit of the 
doubt. 

This the jury did, returning a verdict of 
" not guilty. " 

The usual order wtis made for the restora- 
tion of the tools 

.The court adjourned until Monday next.

PROM ENGLAND. 

Mr. J. D. Pemberton Returns Home from a 
Trip to His Native baud. 

Mr. J. D. Pemberton has just arrived 
from a trip to the Obi Country. He left 
Victoria on the 29th October, on one of his 
annual trips, and, striking his native land, 
found things the reverse of nourishing. Mr. 
Pemberton believes that there should bo a 
better service between Victoria and the 
Mainland, and speaks in the highest terms 
of the trans- Atlantic service. In the Old 
Country, Victoria is every day becoming 
more prominent, and people are looking for 
information as to her resources. 

The weather in England was nothing to 
compare with that of Victoria. Although 
hut a few months absent, Mr. Pembertou 
could notice a wonderful improvement in 
this city. " 1 have noticed several grand 
blocks of buildings that have been built 
since my departure," said he, " and they 
are all of a very line style. Victoria is on 
the increase, and so it ought to he. In 
England, Victorian securities are held very 
high, as far as I could ascertain." Business 
in England was rather dull during Mr. 
Pemberton's visit, and this was in no small 
measure due to the McKinley hill. "What 
we call 'free trade' in Victoria," said Mr. 
Pemberton, "is not generally known in 
England. They speak of 'fair trade,' and 
are greatly in favor of it. The fair trade 
parly are growing there fast, anil will 
soon become a power in the land. 
'Fair Trade' 'is not what we call free 
trade," said Mr. Pemberton. "They be- 
lieve in reciprocal arrangements between 
nations and countries. The free trade 
party are much disappointed because of 
the action of Lord .Salisbury, who did not 
come out boldly in the cause." 

Mr. Pemberton noted the improvement in 
the trans-Atlantic trade, and in the class 
of vessels being put on. It was a peculiar 
fact that the contracts for shipbuilding are 
being given to a Belfast (Ireland) firm, 
HurUnd & Wolfe. Mr. Pemberton travelled 
in the Labrador, from Monille to Quebec. 

On the Irish question, Mr. Pemberton 
said the general feeling was in favor of Bal- 
four's policy. 

Mr. Pemoorton had not heard, during ti is 
absence, of the several disputes in the vari- 
ous public bodies of this city, and was not 
a little surprised to hear of the school 
troubles. 



THE WORK CAN BE DONE. 

And Victoria Men and Machinery ate Beady 
to Do it. 

Local marine men are convinsed that the 
ill-fated steamer San Pedro, unless a gale 
arises to complete her destruction, can be 
raised, repaired, and handed over to her 
owners in as good condition as ever — and 
that, too, without calling in cither men or 
machinery from San Francisco or else- 
where. They say that Victoria has 
now good divers, ami plenty of the 
right kind of plant for the work, and 
three or four enterprising Victorians are 
now ready to tender for the work of raising 
and restoring the now submerged collier. 
Of coursu they want a good figure, for the 
job is no child's play. It would be neces- 
sary first of all to patch the big bole3 in the 
ship's side ; then take out her coal, pump 
her out and then float her. Tho divers ex- 
press themselves as being able to attend to 
the first part of the operations with- 
out any difficulty ; it is claimed 
that the coal can be removed by calling Mr. 
Rithet's dredge, and possibly the clam- 
shell, too, into service; and then, witli the 
Mascotte's special pumps, which alone cost 
$2,500, Mr. J. F. Sinclair's 15 inch pump, 
Captain Irvine's ten and 111, and the other 
powerful requisites, which can be obtained 
from the Albion Iron Works, the other 
work could be quickly disposed of. The 
owner of the Mascotte is confident of her 
being able to do her share, and quite as 
much as any or all of T. P. H. Wbitelaw's 
boats. The only thing to he feared would 
be change of wind and weather, and for 
this reason the fact of the plant being here 
would make its use preferable. The author- 
ity at Ottawa appealed to in the mutter 
seems to share tho view of the case 
with those whose opinions are given 
above, for he has wired Collector Milne not 
to allow any foreign appliances to be used 
in "raising" the steamer, unless convinced 
that suitable plant cannot be got in the 
province. The owner of the Victoria 
wrecker says that she only needs a trial to 
convince the public of what she can do ; 
and a local authority in matters maritime 
endorses him, remarking "No one here wus 
willing to believe that a piece of work like 
the repairing of the Amphion, could be 
done north of .San Francisco ; and yet the 
Albion Iron Works, of Victoria, did it. If," 
he says, "the authorities let our own people 
go to t he expense of buying costly special 
machinery to embark in the wrecking busi- 
ness, and then allow Americans to come in 
to compete, though they will not allow the 
same privilege on the other side of tho line, 
it is manifestly unfair." It is further 
urged that if the Sun Pedro is raised by 
Victorians, it means that §75,000 or §80,000 
will be spent right here at home — money 
brought into the country '.' 

8AMOAN AFFAIRS. 

Peace Prospecls fur from Favorable— Too 
Uucu Taxation— Slatallas and 
Mallctoa's Rivalry- 

San Fkancisco, Nov. 20. — H. C. I do, 
formerly of the II. S. Land Commission at 
Samoa, was a passenger on the Steamer 
Mariposa, to-doy. In conversation it was 
learned from him that while affairs at Samoa 
are quiet at the present time, there is likely 
10 be difficulty there beforeugre.it while, 
unless there is n decided change. It seems 
that Mataafa is jealous of Malietoa as 
King, and he is creating n feeling among his 
own followers that doesn't wtirrunt peuce. 
The principal cause of the dissensions is 
the heavy taxation on the people, for which 
Chief Justice Cederantz is said to bo partly 
responsible. In spite of the difficulty of 
getting the natives to realize the blessings 
of civilization — especially when they come 
in the form of taxation — he imposed a capi- 
tation tax on population and certain 
other taxes, which realized altogether about 
822,000. This point has been used by 
Mataafa, and lie has succeeded very well, so 
far, in causing dissensions, in view of the 
fact that tho Chief .lust ice is unfriendly 
terms with Malietoa. He would not say 
that war was likely to be declared between 
the followers of Malietoa and Mataafa ; but 
from what he was able to learn the outlook 
was anything but promising.

The World Wonders what t ho Kaiser 
Means— France and Russia 
Favor Peace. 



Gravity of Russia's Famine— Death 
of the Bishop of Carlisle- 
Silver for Russia, 

Missionaries Massacred. 

Paris, Nov. 20. — A dispatch has been re- 
ceived here from Pekin which confirms the 
statement that well-armed bands have de- 
vastated whole districts in the northern 
part of China, and that they have pillaged 
and burned the Belgian mission stations. In 
addition to the destruction of mission sta- 
tions at Tayou and Sanchi, over 100 con- 
verted natives were massacred by the blood- 
thirsty bands. The station at Gehol was 
sacked and burned. A priest in charge of 
the mission, a Belgian by birth, was killed 
by the mob, and several other Christians 
were massacred. The natives have herete- 
fore been quiob, and there was no sign in the 
district that a revolt was meditated. J lie 
local authorities had, therefore, taken no 
steps to suppress any outbreak, and When 
the natives rose they met with no material 
opposition, for the officials were practi- 
cally helpless. It may hero be stated that 
the local governor in his report of the occur- 
rence to the Pekin Government, does not 
place the blame upon the natives of the pro- 
vince, but attaches the responsibility for the 
crime's to hands of Mongolian robbers who, 
he saV8 made a raid through the district. 
Whatever truth there may be in this, tho 
general government has taken steps to pre- 
vent any further outrages on foreigners or 
native Christians in the district. Under 
orders from Pekin all the troops available 
were, immediately on receipt of information 
regarding the trouble, dispatched to the 
scene of the disturbances. 

Extent and Grnvltv <>r I lie Famine. 

St. PiEtEERSBUUO, Nov. 25.— The press of 
this city is continually publishing vehement 
denunciations of merchants who are hold- 
ing grain for an advance, and clamor for the 
government to compel them to sell their 
grain, or that it be confiscated against 
VOUohers of future payment,, as was done 
■during the Crimean war. News from the 
famine-stricken districts docs not in the 
least degree take from the horrors of the 
condition that confronts thousands upon 
thousands of the czar's subjects. Nobody 
cm estimate the number of deaths that will 
result from starving and cold during the 
coming winter. The area affected by the 
famine comprises a section of the empire 
equaling in size nearly half the area of the 
United States. Its population is more than 
4,000,000 souls. In many districts no win- 
ter sowing whatever has been done, and 
consequently the inhabitants have nothing 
to look forward to for a hope that they will 
be able to exist through the coming winter. 
The government is taking the most ener- 
getic measures to help the sufferers, and it 
is believed that under tho new central 
famine committee, of which the czarowitch 
is president, the methods of relief will be 
more systematic and effectual. The hunger 
stricken peasants are daily becoming more 
lawless, and acts of brigandage are occur- 
ring more and more frequently. 



Gerni«n>'s Fooil Supply. 

Berlin, Nov. 25.— The North German 
(lazette, the organ of the government, to- 
day, published an article basing its con- 
clusions on official statistics, in which it 
says that it considers that Germany is uot 
menaced by a dearth of bread-Stuffs. It 
adds, however, that a short yield of rye 
may necessitate the restriction of the con- 
sumption of that grain and replacing rye 
products by the extended use of wheat. 

A Blackmailer's Long Seiilcnce. 

London, Nov. 20.— Charles Grande, alias 
a dozen other names, bus been convicted for 
blackmailing and sentenced to twenty years' 
.penal servitude. He wrote to several ludies 
of title, threatening vengeance unless they 
complied with his demands for money. He 
referred to the ease with which he could in- 
sert dynamite under the door mats or by 
removing a brick in the Wall place it 
there in such a manner as to blow the bouse 
to atoms. When arrested a forged bill of 
exchange was found in his possession. He 
wus also convicted on this charge and given 
seven years additional. 

Silver Standard Tor Russia. 

LONDON, Nov. 25. — The Times' financial 
articles contains a mmor, said to be authen- 
tic, that the Russian Government is likely 
to make a large purchase of silver, with the 
object of establishing a silver standard. 

Spanish Ministerial Poller. 

Madrid, Nov. 26. — A semi-official note 
says that the policy of the new government 
will be identical with thai of the previous 
oabinet. Referring to the financial condi- 
tion of the country now, it declares that 
the government considers that the present 
financial position is due to accidental 
causes. In conclusion the note declares 
that the government will always provide to 
meet the coupons on the debt as they fall 
due, and will endeavor ill every way to 
merit the confidence and restore the credit 
of the country. A meeting of the cabinet 
was held, to day, at which the question of 
a system of duty was the principal subject 
under discussion. A majority of the 
ministers favored a single tai-iiu 

Death <> r the Bishop of Carlisle. 

London, Nov. 26.— Right Rev. Harvey 
Goodwin, lord bishop of Curlisle, is dead. 
Ho wus bom in ISIS, and in 1800 was ap- 
pointed one of the spiritual peers, as 
lord bishop of Carlisle, which has been the 
see of the bishop since the cathedral was 
founded there, at the close of the eleventh 
century by William Rtlfus, The bishopric 
contains 206 churches, 27!) glebe houses, HI 
curacies and 111 Jural deaneries, with 50,410 
sittings. The estates of the bishop consist- 
ed of 1,840 acres, yielding rentals of £2,427 ! 
and forty-nine livings of the value of £13,- 
294. The pay allowed him by the govern- 
ment was £4,500. 

Slenlucant Speech <>r Hie Kaiser. 

Beklin, Nov. 26.— In tho navy estimates 
of 1802, provision is made for the annual ad- 
dition to the navy of 2,200 men until up- 
wards of 20,000 men are gradually added to 
the effective strength of tho navy, more 
than doubling the present war strength. 
Tho torpedo corps will be increased by 750 
men, and the estimates provide that 1,800 
ollicers and chief mutes shall bo gradually 
added. The warships now afloat have only 
about one- third their full complement, and 
an increase Is necessary in view of the Btato 
of preparation of the French licet. 

In the course of an address to tho recruits 
of the Berlin garrison, to-day, the Emperor

St. PKTERSBtntO, Nov. 25. — It is an- 
nounced that l)e Giers has been authorized 
by the Czar to assure Emperor William 
that the entente between Russia and Franco 
involves nothing that might be construed us 
a menace to other countries. The aim of 
the understanding between llussia, and 
France is to maintain peace. 

Mexico's Volcano Active. 

City ok Mexico, Nov. 25.— Advices from 
Manzanilk state that the volcano of Coliina 
is still active, and the column of fire at 
night can be seen for 100 miles at sea, The 
hamlets at the base are covered with lav*, 
and ashes. 

France nnd (lie Vatican. 

PARIS, Nov. 26. — It is believed that the? 
line imposed on the Archbishop of Aix will 
be subscribed by the many friends ol tho 
convicted prelate. At the conclusion of t he 
trial the Archbishop wired the following to 
Cardinal K impolla, pontifical secretary of 
state: "Kindly toll the Pope that the lib- 
erty of Christ, the papacy and the church 
was to-duy triumphantly defended before 
the judges." The bishop declares that he 
is determined not to submit to the civil 
authorities, and that nobody shall stop him- 
from leading pilgrims to Rome. Ill the face 
of the verdict of the Court of Appeals, de- 
claring the Archbishop of Aix guilty of the 
charge preferred against him by the Minister; 
of Justice and of Public Worship, on which 
charge he was condemned to pay a fjno of 
.'5,000 franc?, the EVcnon government has 
sent a note to the Pope in regard to the re- 
lations between Franco and the Vatican. 
In this note the government declares that it 
is not its wish to reopen the conflict with 
the clergy, neither has it any wish to re- 
strict tho liberty of the bishops. In addition 
tho note states that the government of 
France desires the Pope to continue his 
policy of conciliation, and expresses the 
hope that the movement hiving for itsi ob- 
ject the bringing about of the adhesion of 
the Catholic churcli to the Republic: will 
spread. 

Mongolian Iimirscnl Movement. 

London, Nov. 26.— The Chronicle's Tien- 
tsin correspondent says: The outbreak ii> 
the North, oflicially described as a raid of 
Mongolian robbers, proves to bo an insur- 
rectionary movement of serious dimensions. 
To day's dispatches state that In Mongolia, 
and seme districts nearer the capital the 
revolutionary feeling is spreading rapidly, 
and the number of rebels is alarmingly in- 
creasing. An insurgent force, consisting of 
several squads of Mongolian cavalry, bcsideB 
infantry, is reported advancing on Pekin, 
where the utmost alarm prevails, The pop- 
ulation of u iargo urea, actuated partly by 
inclination nnd partly by fear of the rebel 
soldiery, has joined the movement, together 
with several mandarins. Imperial troops, 
have started to meet the rebels. The en- 
tire Christian population of Kongchou was 
massacred, with ihe Belgian priests, 

No Revolution In Ecuador. 

Washington, Nov. 20.— Tho bureau of 
American republics has a cablegram from-. 
Guayaquil contradicting the published re- 
ports of revolutionary proceedings in Ecua- 
dor. The cablegram says there was very 
little excitement over the election. The 
Liberal parly triumphed in almost every, 
part of the republic. 

Covcmllienl Victory 111 Crnuiniy. 

Vienna, Nov. 20. — Ihe reichsrath, by tc 
vote of 155 to 127, sent back to the com- 
mittee the bill presented by Dr. Monplier, 
the German lender. This action practically 
annulled the defeat of the government, tho 
German Nationalists and anti-Somitics hav- 
ing deserted the leader of the opposition. 

Ronnd About Cable Service. 

New Yokk, Nov. 26. — Much interest is 
taken by merchants in the affairs of Brazil, 
but it is almost impossible to get reliable 
news from Rio do Janeiro. Cable com- 
munication to Brazil is effected in a very 
round-about way. Tho route lies from 
New York to England, thence to Lisbon. 
The uext link in the chain is St. Vin- 
cent's, in the ('unary islands. From there 
the deep-sea cable runs across to l'crtiam- 
huco, and so on down and up to the Brazil- 
ian cities on tho Atlantic coast. There is 
also a line from Montevideo to Buenos 
Ayrcs, thence it goes across to Valparaiso, 
Chili, whence the connection with New 
York is by the well-known route to Pana- 
ma and overland across Central America to- 
Galveston, and so on, But for this line, 
people of the United States would not 
havo learned as quickly us they did of the 
trouble in Rio Grande do Sul, for the cen- 
sorship of cable established by D.i Fonseca. 
from the start would have bnmd out nil 
such telegrams, The revolution in Ki<> 
Grande do Sul, however, having been suc- 
cessful, added bo the fact that it is the 
southernmost province of Brazil, enabled 
the people to inform the outside world of 
their doings by the wiy of Montevideo to 
the fouth and across the Andes to the west 
and up to Panama, and so on up to the 
north.

Tlic Emigration Conference. 
Paris, Nov. 26. — Tho international con- 
ference on emigration opened in this city, 
yesterday.

both foolishly and unjustly in dismissing 
Mr. Hay ward, lie was appointed because 
he had proved himself a good man for the 
position. He had for many years been u 
school trustee. lie had, without foe or re- 
ward, devoted much of his time to tho per- 
formance of the duties of the ofliee, and had 
gaine.il much experience, far moro valu- 
able to hia fellow-citizens than to 
himself. If the Council should dismiss 
Mr. Hayward because he did what he, 
and many others besides, believed to he his 
duty, it would lie exceedingly difficult to 
find a man so well qualified in every respect 
to iill his place. We certainly cannot, at 
this moment, think of one. None of the 
men who are finding fault with him and 
who are making every possible exertion to 
have him turned out, can be compared with 
him, aa a school trustee, for a single 
moment. Each of them has, indeed, 
conspicuously demonstrated his unfitness 
for the position. 

We have not always agreed with Mr. 
Hayward in school matters, but we have 
always admired his disinterested zeal in the 
cause of education, and the ability he has 
displayed iii the management of the city 
schools. We cannot think that the City 
Council will cen?cnt to dismiss an honest, 
zealous and a capable servant because iie 
cannot see his way to be the tool of men, 
who have not shown that they possess one 
of the qualifications n quired for the proper 
administration of the school affuirs of the 
city. 



CONFIRMATION. 

A statement which Mr. Trumbull, an 
eminent Chilian of American descent, re- 
cently made in New York proves that tho 
statements made by the officers of H. M. S. 
Champion to a repoi ter of this paper were 
substantially true. It is unfortunate that 
through a misunderstanding or an inud- 
vertance a mistake was made in the name of 
the American ship of war that carried the 
news of the landing of the Congressional 
army to Balinaceda's headquarters. Mr. 
Trumbull is reported as saying: — 

"It is undoubtedly true that everyone in 
Valparaiso knew that the insurgent fleet 
was at Quinteros, but no one knew they had 
made a landing there. Admiral Neil him- 
self was not aw ne of it, and the Govern- 
ment troops were not ordered out of Val- 
paraiso. There was no telegraphic com- 
munication that day between Quinteros 
and Valparaiso. .Sumo one of Admiral 
Brown's officers gave the' infor million at 
Valparaiso. It was so telegraphed to Santi- 
ago, and the Gacela Commercial, the Lialma- 
cedist organ at Valparaiso, published t ho 
following: ' From trustworthy news brought 
by the United States war ship San Francisco 
yesterday we know for a certainty that the 
revolutionists have disembarked from 12 
transports and six war ships 8,000 nieu in 
.the vicinity of Quinteros.'" 

It will be remembered that the officers of 
the Champion said that the Valparaiso 
newspapers contained accounts of the land- 
ing, giving the officers of the 
American ship of war credit for 
supplying the news. We have seen 
their account contradicted on the ground 
that the Baltimore was not in the harbor 
of Valparaiso when the lauding took place. 
The vessel which left her moorings along- 
side the Champion to steam for Quinteros 
was the San Francisco and not the Balti- 
more. In every other respect the report, of 
what the oliicers said was perfectly correct, 
and this, the intelligent reader could see at 
a glance. 

PLAINTIFF AND JUDGE. 

It is no wonder that Alderman Rollout 
was surprised to see Trustee Richards 
moving the resolution for tho dismissal of 
Mr. Hayward, tho Chairman of the Hoard 
of Trustees. It is seldom that a man occu- 
pying a public position is so wholly destitute 
of shame as to commit so unmanly an act. 
Mr. Richards is a member of the City Coun- 
cil as wed us a Trustee. He and the C air- 
man could not agree on a comparatively un- 
important matter. Finding that he could 
not have his own way, he refused to sit "t 
tho Trustee Board with Mr. Chairman Hay- 
ward. Not eon lent with this, be united 
with the two other Trustees, forming a min- 
ority of the Hoard, to petition the City 
Council to have Mr. Hayward dismissed. 
The majority of the Council, desiring to 
know which of the parties to this dispute 
was legally right, resolved to have the ques- 
tion referred to the city barristers for their 
opinion. Mr. Richards, in hia capacity of 
City Councillor, and consequently judge in 
his own case, w ithout waiting for the opinion 
of the law advisers of the Council, moved, 
wo sec by Wednesday night's 
roport of the Council pr jctedings, 
to have tho gentleman with whom 
the had a dispute dismissed from tl.o 
position to which he had been appointed by 
the City Council. 

The case between the chairman of the 
B iard of Trustees and the Trustee-City 
Councillor has only to be stated to convince 
every fair-minded man of ihc unfairness 
and the womanliness of the course which 
Mr. Richards lias seen (it to pursue. It is 
surprising that ho could find at tho Council 
Board a single man so dead to all sense of 
justice and fair-play as to countenance him 
in L iking 11 mem advaatugo of a man 
who hud neither voice nor vote at that 
Board. It is oreditablo to the majority 
that they not only refused to back up tho 
Trustee-Alderman, bnt told him in pretty 
plain terms what they thought of his con- 
duct.

surprising to many that 
by the people of Kngland 
to relieve distress in Russia than appears to 
have been attempted. The English are 
perhaps the most generous people ill the 
world. An appeal from those who are real- 
ly in want is seldom made to them in vain. 

There can be no question as to the extent 
and the severity of the distress in Russia, 
[t is well known that a very large propor- 
tion of twenty-five millions of people in 
that country arc literally starving, yet we 
do not bear that any general movement is 
being made in Great Britain to send funds 
to these perishing millions. This seems to 
those who think that they have some 
knowledge of the English character, ex- 
ceedingly strange. But an article in the 
London Times, on the Famine in Russia, in 
a great measure, accounts for the apparent 
indifference of the British public : 

" The relief of Russian distress," it s ys, 
"as far as we could have anything to dowitii 
it, is entirely a question of money. As far as 
the money is forthcoming, the corn needed 
can bo purchased and the Russian peasant 
can be fed. The only doubt could be 
whether the organization of tho relief de- 
partment is what it ought to be, and

incuts made for the 
and transport of corn are such as 
to insure that a timely supply of food will 
reach the mouths nioit in want of it. Now, 
this is obviously a matter in which we 
cocld give no help. The official spirit is 
loo strong in Russia to sanction or permit 
the personal interference of strangers. We 
can raise money for Russia in this country, 
hut wo shall certainly not be allowed to 
have an effective superintendence over the 
spending of it. Our only course is to place 
it in official hands, and, this done, to lose 
all trace of it, and to hope that it may have 
done good to somebody. Hut is official 
Russia just now in any need of such contri- 
butions aa we could send ? Tho Russian 
Government lu>s just succeeded in raising 
a loan of £20,000,000 sterling, or, allowing 
for the price of issue between 
15 or 10 millions actually received in hand. 
It has also acknowledged the obligation 
imposed upon it, of giving relief to the 
sufferers from the famine. We make no 
question that it will do what it can with 
the somewhat imperfect machinery at its 
command. Hut of mere money it is clearly 
in no want, nor would the few thousands, 
which we might possibly send over, either 
add appreciably to its very ample resources, 
or serve in any way to quicken the zeal or 
intelligence of the agents, whom it is forced 
to employ. Nor are we at all sure that 
the proffered gift would be welcome." 

Benevolent people in Great Britain, 
however much they may feel for the 
poor peasants, who are actually starving 
do not feel disposed to send money to Rus- 
sia to be handled by officials who uro notor- 
iously the most corrupt to be found on the 
continent of Fu rope. They would gladly 
give their money to feed the hungry Russian 
peasants, 1 ut they are not at all willing that 
it should find its way to the pockets of dis- 
honest Russian officials, who are not hungry 
at all. This consideration wo think, more 
than the knowledge that the Russian Gov- 
ernment has been able to borrow money, 
put of which, at any rale, it appears dis- 
posed to spend in relieving distress, has 
caused the British and perhaps the 
Americans to hesitate to raise a fund for the 
relief of starving Russia 

It is well known that Government offi- 
cials are not always either zealous or intelli- 
gent in the distribution of relief, and that 
when they have done all that they are able 
and willing to do, there is a wide lield for 
the judicious exercise of private benevo- 
lence. Hut the consciousness that there is 
00 place for private benevolence in Russia 
paralyses tho hand of Charity in tho British 
Islands ami, we think, also in the United 
States. 



regularly and constitutionally elected. His 
first act was to uinuil Fonaeca's decree 
dissolving Congress, and lie has summoned 
it to meet on the 10th of next month. 

It will be interesting to sno what Con- 
gress will do with Fonseca, when it meets. 
It is epiite clear that he is liable to be im- 
peached. He committed a crime against 
the State, when ho, without warrant from 
the Constitution, turned Congress out of 
doors and assumed supreme power in 
the State, It is not like'y that tho leading 
men in the Republic will allow such action 
on lite part of the President to pass un- 
questioned. They, if they desire tho Re- 
public to continue, can hardly afford to 
overlook Fonseca's crime. If ho is allowed 
to trample the constitution under foot with 
impunity, what guarantee have the Brazil- 
ians that tho next President whom they 
elect will not act in the same way, and with 
greater success than the deposed Dictator'.' 

But Fonseca is a soldier. He lias the 
army at ids hack ami it may not be alto- 
gether safe to arraign him at the bar of 
Congress for high treason. This is what 
makes it so awkward io have soldier poli 
ticiaus in a republic whose citi/.iiis arc not 
accustomed to exercise the rights, the pow- 
ers, and the privileges of free men. The 
man with the musket is much more than a 
match for the unarmed citizen who does 
not know how to use a weapon of any kind. 
The worst of it is that the men with m US- 
ltcts ill South American republics arc too 
much accustomed to use them at election 
timet, and in political crises generally. This 
is what makes the soldier politician so pow- 
erful in those republics. One general, who 
has a good following, but not very well pro- 
vided with brains, is worth a good many able 
Statesman who cannot call to their aid well 
disciplined regiments. It is not very likely 
that Fonseca, unwarlike though he be, will 
quietly submit to be arraigned at the bar of 
Congress when be must be morally certain 
that tho result of his trial will be his con- 
viction of high crimes and misdemeanors of 
which death is tho penalty. 

It is said that the constitution of Brazil is 
almost perfect— on paper. The New York 
Herald describes it as " one of the heat 
charters ever formed for the government of 
a nation. Modelled closely after that of 
the United States, it is in some respects 
suporior to it." But it is one thing 
for a nation to have a good constitution, 
and it is quite another to be able 
to make a good use of it. It is not liktly 
that Fonseca and his followers will allow 
the provisions of the Constitution to be car- 
ried out in his ease without resistance ; and 
it ia more than probable that there is not a 
party in the republic either ublo or willing 
to treat the usurper us the Constitution pre- 
scribes. 

At this present moment it looks very 
much as if the Constitution of Brazil was a 
great deal too good for the people of 
Brazil. They allowed Fonseca to hot it at 
defiance and to override it, and it is moro 
than likely that the next President will, 
when it suits bis convenience, pay very littlo 
heed to its most solemn provisions.

Last year they lost the services of Captain 
Roberts, one of the best steamboat com- 
manders on the coast. This year they first 
let out Port Captain Clancey, and lastly 
Captain Troup. The forjner official has 
been replaced by Mr. J.' L. Bathbone, an 
old-timer in the steamer business on the 
coast, and a gentleman fully qualified to fill 
the position. He is careful and energetic, 
and popular everywhere. But replacing 
Captain Troup with u Mississippi steamer 
captain stems scarcely in the interests 
of good management, though the 
gentleman in question may rise to the 
emergency. The U. P. have two line 
steamers in tho Olympian and the Victorian. 
In good condition, either bout can show a 
clean pair of heels to any steam craft on the 
Hound, while both are handsomely and com- 
fortably arranged for passengers. There is 
no reason why the U. P. should not do a 
large share of the passenger trade, and the 
only conclusion that can be arrived at in 
explanation of the fact that they do not, is 
the one advanced by Capt. Troup. So far 
as the Victoria-Sound service is concerned, 
certainly no fault can be found with either 
boats or officers. Capt. Anderson is popular 
everywhere, and is always on time with his 
vessel. Mr. Burner is also an excellent 
purser, a gentleman pleasant to have busi- 



ness dealings with. In fact, there is no 
earthly reason why the boats slnuild not pay 
if the company would only let tho travelling 
public know that they are running.

THE EVANGELISTS. 

Jlcssrs. Grossley and Hunter Continue Their 
Good Work In Victoria With Largo 
Congregations. 

A Bible rcadijg was given in the hall of 
tho Y.M.C. A., yesterday afternoon, by 
Mcesrs. Crossley and Hunter. The room 
was crowded, and many of the late comers 
found it difficult to obtain even standing 
room. 

Rev. J. E. Hunter took for his subject, 
"Christian work," and dwelt upon the 
necessity of careful preparation and well 
established methods of pursuing this impor- 
tant mission. Ho gave some wholesome 
suggestions founded upon personal experi- 
ence, and hoped that workers would be 
many and the harvest of souls large. 

In the evening the services was started 
with the singing of the hymn, " I will tell 
it to Jesus, my Lord." 

Rev. Mr. Hunter, in his address, urged 
upon Christians the duty of working to 
bring souls to Christ. Some members of 
the church, he said, had never spoken to a 
soul us to its salvation, and in neglecting to 
do so they were remiss in Christian duty. 
The way was clearly mapped out in the 
Bible, upon the promises of which man 
could live and die. What a beautiful city 
this would be if all its inhabitants were fol- 
lowers of Christ, and how pleasant it would 
be to live in ! Sonic thero were who would 
never approach the throne of mercy and 
grace until their hearts were bowed down 
with sorrow and trouble. No man ever did 
anything for God who was not rewarded, 
hut the fault was that men thought 
too much of themselves and 
too little of their Creator. Some spoke of 
revivals as not . desirable, while others 
would quietly sit down and do nothing. 
One great revival was spoken of in the 
Scriptures, which was brought about by 
the spirit of God resting upon one man, and 
working through him. But men too often 
made idols for themselves, ami worshipped 
these idols rather than their God. Some 
made idols of their children, others of 
their merchandise, others of their worldly 
possessions ; but Christ should reign 
supremo in the hearts of all.

TO CATCH THE UNWARY. 

Many Old and Now Paradoxoa 
That Aro Interesting. 



Tosta for the Wits nf Ycntr FriMldd— llrlgllt 
Problems Thni Are I'uzzllng Vet 
_liusyto Solve- An Old Itulu 
with No Exception. 

After tho cigars had been lighted at :i 
.small dinner party enc evening not 
long :i!, r (>, tho subject of paradoxes was 
introduced. It was n matter of consid- 
erable comment to those; present what 
a large number of propositions, or 
queries, there aro floating about the 
world in one form or another, which 
are intended to puzzle the wits of the 
unwary. Some of them are extremely 
ancient, having- been handed down 
from tho works of the Greek philosoph- 
ers, and some are of recent origin. All 
of them form excellent mental exercise, 
as they sharpen the wits, besides being 
a recreation to the mind. No claim to 
originality is made to the examples 
given hero, most of which were brought 
out at the dinner mentioned, but un- 
doubtedly some readers will find a num- 
ber of questions whbh they have never 
before heard. Who lias not at some 
period of his existence puzzled h*3 brain 
over this que ry : 

If a goose weighs ten pounds and 
half its own weight, what is the weight 
of the goose? 

Many persons have undoubtedly been 
tempted to answer lifteon pounds, when 
the correct answer, of course, is twenty 
pounds, as they discover after giving 
the problem a little thought. An ex- 
ceedingly wise man has sometimes boon 
caught by a very simple question of 
this sort. The following for example: 

How many days would it take to cut 
up a piece of cloth fifty yards long, one 
yard being cut off every day? 

Or this: 

A snail climbing ap a post twenty foot 
high ascends live foot every day and 

slips down four root every night, ITo\v 
long will it take tho snail to roach tho 
top of the post? 

Those are simple questions in 
arithmetic, aad yet, how many per- 
sons would answer fifty days, instead 
of forty-nine to the first one, und 
twenty instead oS sixteen to the last 
one. It is perhaps scarcely necessary 
to point out that the snail would gain 
one foot a day for fifteen days, and on 
the sixteenth day reach the top of 
tho pole, and there, of course, remain. 

Here is one of a different sort, but 
none the less puzzling: 

A man walks round a polo, on the 
top of which is a monkey. As the man 
moves, the monkey turns round on the 
top of the pole, so as still to keep face 
to face with the man. When the man 
has gone round the pole, has he or has 
he not, gone round the monkey? 

As either answer to this question may 
be upheld with strong and logical 
arguments, the reader is left to decide 
the question for himself. 

Which, at any given moment, is mov- 
ing forward faster, the top of a coach 
wheel, or the bottom? 

The answer to this question seems 
simple enough, but probably nine per- 
sons out of ten, asked at random, would 
give the wrong reply. It would appear 
at first sight that the t.>;> and bottom 
must be moving at the same rate; that 
is. the speed of the carriage. But by a 
little thought it will be discovered that 
the bottom of the wheel is, in fact, by 
the direction of its motion around its 
axis, moving' backward, in an opposite 
direction to that which tlie carriage is 
advancing, and is consequently station- 
ary in space, while the point on toil 
of the wheel is moving forward with 
tho doubled velocity of its own motion 
around the axis and the speed at which 
the carriage moves. 

Many persons will recall the famous 
paradox of Zeno, by which ho sought 
to prove that all motion is impossible. 

''A body," he argued, "must move 
either in a place where it is or in a 
place whore it is sot Now, a body in 
the place where it is is stationary and 
cannot bo in motion, nor, obviously, 
can it be in motion in the place where 
it is not. Therefore it cannot move at 
all." 

liodies do move, however, and that is 
a sufficient answer to the ingenious 
philosopher. Another paradox which 
lias been inherited from the (iroeks— 
that of Achilles anil tho tortoise— is 
familiar. 

Achilles (the swift-footed) allows the 
tortoise a hundred yards start, and 
runs ten yards while the tortoise runs 
one. Now, when Achilles has run a 
hundred yards tho tortoise has run 
ton yards, and is therefore. still 
that distance ahead. When Achil- 
las has run these ten yards, 
t'.ie tortoise has run one yard. When 
Achilles has run tho one yard, the tor- 
toise has run one-tenth of a yard. And 
when Achilles lias run tho one-tenth of 
a yard the tortoise has run one-hun- 
dredth. It is only necessary to con- 
tinue the same process of reasoning to 
pjrovo that Achilles can never overtake 
tlie tortoise. - ' 



Of course, it is a fact that Achilles does 
overtake the tortoise, notwithstand- 
ing this apparently logical reasoning' to 
tho contrary. Tho conclusion of that 
paradox is somewhat different from tha 
following, although in some ways sim- 
ilar to it: 

A man owes four cents. lie pays two 
cents one day, one cent the next, one- 
half cent tho next, and so on, one-half 
each day of the debt Now, although 
on the fourth day ho only owes one- 
quarter of a cent, if ho should be 
endued with the gift of immortality, 
and he should continue to pay the debt 
at the same ratio, he could never pay 
till of it. There would always remain 
that half of the former day's payment, 
providing he had oounters small enough 
to make the payments. 

Here is a puzzle in geometry. It does 
not require a skilled mathematician, 
however, to solve it. 

It is required to demonstrate (geo- 
metrically) that a larger crop of corn 
can bo grown on tin acre of level 
ground than &n an acre of slanting 
ground. The stalks of corn are sup- 
posed to grow perpendicularly in both 
cases, and till other particulars, such as 
fertility of the soil and the like, to be 
the same. 

The ingenious reader will probably 
have no trouble in solving the problem 
without assistance. 

Philosophers, according to the latest 
devices, have not been able to decide 
what would be the fate of a donkey 
placed exactly midway between two 
hayricks. As there is clenrly no rea- 
son why lie should choose one rick 
rather than the other, it is presumed 
that, logically, he would starve to 
death. 

The cynic's reply to this proposition 
may. perhaps, be as good as any that 
could be found: that is, that the philos- 
opher who wastes time over such a 
question ought to solve it by actual ex- 
perience. 

Probably every reader has quoted the 
proverb: "There is an exception to 
every rule," several hundred thousand 
times during his or her life and never 
thought that the proverb contradicted 
itself, for, clearly, if there is an ex- 
ception to every rule, there is an ex- 
ception to this proverb; therefore, 
there is a rule without an exception. 

The familiar query: "If Dick's father 
is Tom's son. what relation is Dick tc 
Tom?" is easier ©f solutioa than the 
other one closely allied t ■< it. whie'rf 
runs as follows: A man stand-tag be- 
fore a portrait says of it: 
" Sisters and brothers have I none— _ 
Yet that man's father is my father's son." 

What relation is the speaker to the 
person depicted in the portrait? The 
answer is often given that the portrait 
represents the speaker himself, when, 
as a matter of fact, it represents the 
speaker's son. 

It is seldom, indeed, that the follow- 
ing question is answered correctly oil 
hand: 

A train starts daily from San Fran- 
cisco to Xew York and one daily from 
New York to San Francisco, tho jour- 
ney lasting' live days. How many trains 
will a traveler meet in journeying from 
Xew York to San Francisco? 

About ninety-nine persons out of one 
hundred would say five trains, asa matter 
of course. The tact is overlooked that 
every day during the journey a fresh 
train is starting from tho other end, 
while there arc five trains on the way 
to begin with. Consequently the trav- 
eler will meet not five trains, but ton. 

The following proposition is loft for 
the reader to think about: 

if there aro more people in the world 
than any one person has hairs upon his 
head, then there must exist at least 
two persi-ms who possess identically the 
same number of hairs, to a hair. 

This same proposition may he applied 
to the faces of human beings in the 
world. If the number of perceptible 
differences between two faces be 
not greater than the total number of 
the human race, then there must exist 
at least two persons who are to all ap- 
pearances exactly alike. When it is 
considered that there are about 1,509,- 
000,000 persons in the world and that the 
human countenance does not vary, ex- 
cept within comparatively narrow lim- 
its, the truth of the proposition be- 
comes obvious, without applying the 
logical reasoning of it. — X. V. Tribune. 

THE ORIGIN OF "KELTER." 

Derivation and Different Meanings of the 
Word. 

Kilter or kelter was an "Anglicism" 
long before it was "Americanism." 
Skinner in KIT 1 has "Skelter; he is not 
yet in kelter, nondum est paratus." 
It is also given in a reprint of Hay's 
Collection of 1001. The k before i 
point;, to a Scandinavian origin. Cf. 
Dan. "Ivilte," to truss, tuck up, whence 
I], "kilt." Keitz gives Kwcd. dial 
"kilter-band," a band lor holding up 
tuckctl-up clothes: "kiltra-sig," to gird 
up, tuck up and fasten. The metaphor 
is obvious enough. 

This word "kelter." as it should ho 
spelled, is given in Johnson's diction- 
ary, and derived from the Danish 
"kelter," to gird; a quotation is given 
from Harrow's works, where the word 
is used. Bailey, in his etymological 
dictionary, derives it from the Latin cul- 
tura. Ilalli .veil ("Dictionary of Arch- 
aic and Provincial Words") gives it as 
used in the east of England both as a 
substantive and as a verb. It is a 
word of everyday use in Surrey 
and Sussex, in the sense of or- 
der or condition. Rev. W. 1). Parish, 
in his "Dictionary .of the Sussex Dia- 
lect," notices it in the phrase, "this 
farm scorns in very good 'kelter.' " I 
have often beard it used in tho same 
way, and anything that is out of 
condition is described tis being- out o' 
"kelter." On reference to the publica- 
tion of the "English Dialect Society," it 
will be seen that tho word is of very 
general use throughout England. In 
tho neighborhood of Whitby it occurs 
ns a verb and a substantive, and in the 
Mid and East Yorkshire glossaries 
also; it is used also in West Cornwall, 
Hampshire and the Isle of Wight. In 
West Somerset, in Sheffield and in Hud- 
dersliold tho word means money. 
These references will ho sufficient to 
show that the expression is not an 
Americanism, but that tho word has 
found and still finds n place in vernacu- 
lar English.— Chicago News.

Favored Tariff Clauses for Colonies 
Advocated— An Educational 
Franchise Endorsed. 



Luncheon to Lord Salisbury— Cham- 
berlain Opposes Gladstone's 
Foreign Folicy. 



Birmingham, Nov. 25.— The Unionists 
gave a luncheon in honor of Lord Salisbury, 
to-day. Referring to the tariff question, ho 
said thut or. all aides there appeared con- 
stantly increasing; protective duties calcul- 
ated to stifle British trade. The protection 
heresy on which the tariffs were founded 
grew, like other evil passions, upon what it 
fed. Watching English statistics, ho could 
not but feel anxiety lest the efforts of 
foreign protectionists should be partially 
successful. The error of foreign statesmen 
might be translated to Great Britain. Un- 
doubtedly British trade whs being hindered 
for the moment by foreign legislation. Con- 
tinuing, he said the Government will seize 
with, avidity on nny measure promising 
legitimately to increase employment for 
laborers, either in towns or in the rural 
districts. One of the most acute of the 
Government's anxieties was the fact that 
people, in their ignorance, desired remedies 
which, if obtained, would plunge them into 
far greater misery. The Government had a 
narrow path to tread. It must avoid dan- 
gerous apathy in attempting to oure suffer- 
ing by simply ignoring the causes. On the 
other hand, it must run the far more dan- 
gerous course of wandering into economic 
errors that might plunge the whole country 
into irreparable disaster. Ha concluded by 
congratulating the Liberal Unionists on 
their steady adhesion to the Conservative 
alliance. 

Kt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain predicted 
that England's foreign relations would be 
seriously menaced it Mr. Gladstone agai - 
came into power, thus giving ell'ect to view 
against the dreibund. 

The conference of the National Union of 
Conservative Associations resumed its ses 
sion, this morning. Resolutions were adop 
led indorsing the principle of assisting local 
authorities in Great Britain to acquire land 
for the purpose of facilitating the creation 
of small rural holdings, which are of great 
advantage to the country, by checking the 
present drain upon the rural districts; fav- 
oring the extension of commerce upon a 
preferential basis throughout all parts of 
the British empire ; declaring that the 
provisions and treaties imposing limitations 
upon the full development of trade be- 
tween the United Kingdom and other parts 
of the British empire should be abrogated, 
and favoring the repeal of the clauses in 
the ballot act pertaining to illiterate votes

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

Columbia will celebrato tho anniversary 
of its independence, July 20th, by opening 
an exposition on that date in IS!)2. Tho 
expositiou will continue until ihc_end of 
October, and will embrace an extensive 
showing of tho resources and products of 
the country, and also a historical, archaeo- 
logical, anil ethnological exhibit. At tho 
close of tiie exposition the whole collection, 
or the best part of it at least, will be sent 
to the World's Fair at Chicago, us part of 
the exhibit from the Republic of Colombia. 

Dr. Edward Bedloe, United States con- 
sul at Anioy, China, who bus been an active 
promoter of the interests of the World's 
Fair, writes to Chief Handy that, in all 
English-speaking circles in China, there is 
one great and growing interest in the 
Chicago Exposition. In addition to other 
work, he has secured promises from eight 
friends to send in their private collection of 
curios and bric-a-brac in 1893, and hopes to 
obtain most interesting collections from 
Amoy and from Formosa. 

Guatemala has opened World's Colum- 
bian Exposition headquarters witli an en- 
thusiasm which assures a splendid exhibit 
from that country. From Guatemala news- 
papers it is learned that fully 100 guests, 
including the members of the cabinet and 
other prominent officials and citizens, as- 
sembled by invitation on Saturday evening, 
Sept. 12. The rooms were handsomely 
decorated with pictures of the Exposition 
buildings, lithographs furnished by the De- 
partment of Publicity and Promotion, and 
engravings cut from illustrated papers of 
tho United States. There was plenty of 
bunting, the Hags of Guatemala and the 
United Slates being intertwined. Leon 
Rosenthal acted as master ot ceremonies. 
Dr. F. DeLeon, the Secretary of State, 
made the opening speech, in which be 
described the magnitude and importance of 
the Exposition, and the advantages that 
could be derived from it by the government 
and people of Guatemala. l>r. Guzman, the 
Chairman of the Hoard of Commissioners 
appointed by the government of Cuatemul i 
to represent that republic at Chicago, re- 
sponded in an appropriate manner. Lieut. 
Scriven reports that the display from that 
country will certainly surpass expectation. 

Prof. Ward, the well known mineralogist 
anil scientist, of Rochester, N. Y., called up- 
on Director-General Davis, a few days ago, 
and ottered to send his entire collection of 
geological specimens to the Exposition. His 
collection represents the expenditure of a 
great deal of money and the work of years, 
and is one of the most complete in this 
country. At the Centennial Prof. Ward 
was alloted space 120x130 feet. If lie can 
secure it he will fill considerably more space 
at the Exposition of 1893. 

One of the unique features of the Mexican 
exhibit at the F'air will he the celebrated 
Paodure family, consisting of live persons, 
who are probably the most expert workers 
in clay and modellers of figures in the world. 
The family will be sent to Chicago by the 
State of Guadalajara. It is the intention to 
provide a Mexican house for them to live in 



during tho Fair, and a workshopwhere their 
work may be inspected. 

The World's Fair committee of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club has addressed 
a circular letter to every breeder of Jersey 
cattle in America for the purpose of enlist- 
ing his aid in securing for tho Jersey breed 
a creditable representation in the live stock 
department of the Exposition and in the 
dairy tests which are to bo made. This 
committee is composed of J. J. Richardson, 
of Iowa, W. J. Webster, of Tennessee, John 
Boyd, of Illinois, and F. E. Shaw and J. P. 
Cogswell, of New York — all of whom are 
well known cattle breeders. In their cir- 
cular letter they suy that it lias been de- 
cided to show at the Fair a herd of 50 
Jersey cows in milk, and that the ussocia- 
tion Will bear all expenses of transporting, 
caring for and feeding them. The breeders 
are asked to furnish one or more of thoir 
finest cows to this herd. The loiter gives 
also the terms of tho proposed milk and 
butter tests. The prospects are most en- 
couraging that all of tho chief breeders of 
dairy cattle will be represented by herds of 
50 exceptionally line animals, and that the 
tests will be so successfully conducted that 
the results will bo quoted as standard 
authority for years to come on the question 
of the relative merits of tho respective 
breeds.
